DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1, 6-8 and 10 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1, line 5, between "a" and "conductive portion", insert -lower--. 
In claim 1, line 11, changed "the upper dielectric layer" to "the upper conductive 

portion". 

In claim 1, line 12, changed "the lower dielectric layer" to "the lower conductive 
portion". 

In claim 6, line 6, between "a" and "conductive portion", insert --lower--. 

In claims 7 and 8, line 2, between "the" and "dielectric member", insert -at least one 

first-. 

In claim 8, line 2, changed "the dielectric film" to "the lower dielectric layer". 
In claim 10, line 2, between "the" and "conductive portion", insert —lower—. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-10 and 12-14 are allowed.
